Allentown Man Killed When Horses 


Became Frightened on Cliff Road 


and Coach Plunged Over Side. 


San Francisco, Ju n e 5.—The first 
stage coach accident of this season 
occurred on the road 
between 
the 
Mariposa big tree grove and Yosemite 
valley. 
The horses becam e frightened on a 
steep grade and the stage was over­ 
turned. R. A. Lelsinring, of Allentown, 
Ka., was killed, and the following were 
injured; Mrs. M artha Webber, of Bos­ 
ton, airn broken; Mrs. Dresendorfer, 
of Boston, shoulder broken; Mrs. A. 
Jaeckel, of New York city, cut over 
the eye, and seven others slightly in­ 
jured. 
Toe four horses attached to the 
lo a th were also killed and tile heavy 
vehicle itself was crushed to kindling 
wood in the disaster, which occurred 
at one of the steepest and most dan 
s e r o u s , points of the cliffside road 
down into the Yosemite valley 
The 
accident was indirectly due to the 
failure of the brakes on the coach to 
work when the four horses be< ame 
frightened. 
All were m em bers of a Raymond 
Whitcomb touring party of forty per 
sons, which started out in four coachee 
for a trip inte the Yosemite hills 
The first of the coaches ha-1 begun 
the perilous return trip, a ith the high 
walls of the m ountain on one side and 
a precipice on the other, when the 
lead 
horses becam e frightened and 
began to plunge wildly. 
Directly in 
front lay a sharp turn in the road 
where there was barely room for toe 
coat h to swing around, and realizing 
their peril the women began to scream, 
adding to the terror of the boree*, 
which began to gallop madly. 
With 
all 
his strength the driver 
tiling on the brakes, hut they > lappe I, 
and although he pulled on the rein* 
with such violence that he sprain- d 
both wrists, he was linable to hold 
the maddened animal*, and the coach, 
rocking 
and 
swaying out over the 
edge of the precipice, went plunging 
down 
the 
mountain side. swinging 
about the sharp 
curves, while the 
cries of horror of those on the coach 
were echoed by the shouts of their 
fellow 
tourists, who 
could see Hie 
whole tragedy being enacted below 
them. 
Twice the rear wheels of the loach 
slipped from the road in turning the 
curves of the sharp descent ami hung 
out over space, and twice tile coach 
reeled over against the rocky walls of 
the mountains till the force of the im­ 
pact righted it again.
